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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments submitted by the applicant are not 
found persuasive. The applicant argues that submitted affidavit shows unexpected and superior results over that of US4778623 which 
applicant considers as closest prior art. However, this reference was not used in the rejection of the instant application. Furthermore, 
although the affidavit may demonstrate slight differences over claimed closest prior art it does not display unexpected, unobvious, or 
superior results. While certain test values of the instant application such as tint value may be slightly superior in the art, the whiteness 
value for example is slightly inferior. Finally, applicant arguments do not clearly or distinctly point out a reason why the applied prior art 
should be withdrawn. No amendments to the claims have been entered, therefore the instant claims remain rejected. 
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
